Dispatches di­ 
rect from Mexico and the official an­ 
nouncements direct from Major Gen­ 
eral Funston made it evident today 
that the two American columns, one 
from Columbus, N. M., under General 
Pershing, and the other from Hachi- 
ta, under Colonel Dodd, had gotten 
into close communication with each 
other and probably had formed an 
actual junction when little more than 
half way to Casas Grandes.

The Haohi- 
ta column made an actual start from 
the San Bernardino ranch, about the

bill did not contain the continental 
army provision, recommended by for­ 
mer Secretary of W ar Garrison and

purpose. 
Speaker Clark abandoned the chair 
and took the floor in the house today 
to speak for the army bill. 
He de­ 
clared that it was as good as could be 
expected under the circumstances and 
predicted that it would have the gen­ 
eral support of the country. Summing 
up what he said he believed was the 
general view of the people of this 
country on the present situation, he 
said: 
“They want peace, 
but 
not 
•peace at any price.* They want peace 
with honor.** 
The speaker pleaded for the aban­ 
donment of partisanship in considera­ 
tion of army increases and commend­ 
ed the military committee for stand­ 
ing unanimously behind the bill. 
“This is another illustration,” the 
speaker said, “of the teohry 
that

have long maintained, that when any 
greqt question is before the house af­ 
fecting the honor, glory and safety of 
the republic, politics has no place. 
“On such momentous occasions we 
are all plain Americans.**

ideals of the country its overthrow' is 
impossible.'* 
in concluding, Dr. Kane 
urged the Irish Catholics to keep up 
the standard of American principles, 
laid down by Washington in the early 
years of American independence. 
“When you go to the polls," said 
Dr. Kane, “don’t cast your vote for a 
Catholic unless he is a good Catholic. 
If he is a good Catholic, one who lives 
up to the teachings of the church, he 
will do credit to the office, while on 
the other hand, if he is a bad Catho­ 
lic, it is your duty to do your utmost 
to defeat him." 
In the address of Rev. Fr. McCardle, 
which 
followed 
the remarks of Dr. 
Kane, the speaker treated with the 
three cardinal characteristics which, 
blended together in the 
Irish 
race, 
m ake it w hat it is. 
These three, said 
the speaker, are the wit of the Irish­ 
man, the patience, made possible and 
almost imperative by centuries of un­ 
just oppression, and finally, his relig­ 
ion and strong faith 
“Through long years of suffering," 
said Fr. McCardle, “Ireland and her 
people Itave longed and waited for the 
day when her sons will be honored in 
the princely courts of foreign kings; 
when she can stand with other na­ 
tions and ask for w hat is rightfully 
her own. 
“While the sons of Erin are giving 
their life’s blood in the trenches of 
Flanders, fighting for 
the 
country 
which 
for 
so many long years op­ 
pressed them, the thought is foremost 
in their minds that some 
day, 
and 
soon, Ireland may stand with the oth­ 
er nations of the earth as a people 
united in a government of its own." 
Fr. McCardle was heard for the first 
time in Sedalia on St. P atrick ’s day a 
year ago, when he won many friends 
by his eloquence. 
His address Friday 
evening even excelled that of a year 
ago.

given for library buildings, 
and the 
$125,000,000 endowment for the Car­ 
negie corporation will insure the con­ 
tinuance of library benefactions. 
Up to the close of the corporation 
year, Sept. SO, 1915, grants for 2,657 
library buildings had been m a d e vby 
o r for Mr. Carnegie, 1,796 within the 
United State* 
United 
States 
approximately 
1,350 
have been completed, the others be­ 
ing under construction or planned or 
definitely postponed. 
Boards of trustees 
are frequently 
told by city finance bodies that the 
Carnegie corporation requirement of 
•IO per cent of the cost of the building 
has been appropriated, and that they' 
| should not be asked to appropriate 
more. Therefore, the league of libra­ 
ry commissions asked the Carnegie 
I corporation 
whether 
it 
considered 
j the IO per cent requirement adequate 
| or w hether it w as considered merely 
as a minimum. 
The corporation replied that IO per 
cent seemed a very fair average for 
the country as a whole, and that it 
was intended as the minimum. It is 
well understood that owing to local 
conditions, IO per cent 
is in hund­ 
reds of instances wholly insufficient 
to develop the library to its fullest 
usefulness. 
Therefore, the correspondence be­ 
tween the league of library’ commis- 
iions and the 
C arnegie corporation 
has been sent to every Carnegie li­ 
brary building, in the hope that all 
may be assured 
that 
the Carnegie 
corporation expects that in order 
to 
make the fullest use of the building 
and library the amount appropriated 
for the library support must eventu­ 
ally exceed IO per cent.

Germany, and in Berlin in particular. 


Serious ditticulties under which the 


real estate business w*as 
transacted 
long before the beginning of the con­ 
flict have become so critical now that 
the Prussian 
diet has had to step 
in with proposals for financial as­ 
sistance and a radical 
readjustm ent 
of the m ethods of valuation and as-> 
sessm ent. 
The fundam ental trouble, 
to 
the 
layman at least, seems to be that I 
the real estate business, particularly! 
in Berlin, has been conducted on an 
economically 
unsound basis, approx*1 
im ating at tim es a “wild cat” char­ 
acter. 
At least a good proportion of 
German real estate men 
have 
for; 
years proceeded on a “hand-to-mouth” j 
standard. 
Thus the m an w anting to J 
build for investm ent has pursued the 
practice of startin g with nothing much 
more than the land on which he was 
to erect a house, has mortgaged this 
land to get funds for building, has 
mortgaged the building lo get money 
to complete it, and has relied and had 
to rely on his rents to pay the inter­ 
est on his m ortgages. 
The evils of this system have long 
been recognized, and have been ac-; 
centuated by the fact that g radu ally1 
there has crept in 
the 
custom 
of! 
grossly over-valuing property for the 
purpose of increasing the size of loans 
on m ortgages. 
But the 
whole house 
of cards has threatened to topple be-j 
cause 
the w ar has brought with it j 
financial stringencies that made thei 
paym ent of rents impossible in m any, 
instances, and m ade the payment of 
interest and principal on loans im ! 
possible, too. 
The situation thus created hasbeen 
held in nand only by a degree of con- 
sideration on all sid es- banks have j 
either renewed loans or have not call­ 
ed them, and real estate proprietors 
and landlords have had sorrowfully to; 
agree to wait until the end of the 
war lor much of their rents. 
The 
combination of the old 
evil 
system j 
under w’hich real estate has suffered 
for years, and the effects of the war 
rn rents and loans has practically put 
a stop to investm ent at least for the 
period of the war. 
Nor does 
the 
immediate 
outlook 
after for war look bright, chiefly ge- 
cause capital is going to be exceed-; 
Ingly busy elsewhere. 
As a remedy 
for the situation, there has been in­ 
troduced into the Prussian diet a hill 
"ailing for the establishm ent of “val­ 
uation bureaus” all over Prussia, and 
the creation of a fund of 10,A00,000 
m arks with which to ease up the po­ 
sition of real estate men with mort 
gages to meet. 
The bill provides that each valua­ 
tion board shall consist of a director 
and at least four assessors, and that 
each assessm ent shall be approved by 
•he director and twro assessors. 
The 
number of assessors is not limited, 
but may be increased according tv) 
the need.s of the communities which 
they serve. 
In general, the boaid 
shall operate in districts, but the h u g ­ 
er cities—G reater Berlin for example 
—are each to have one apiece.

Match Is 
Military service 
tribunals,

from seven to twent>

Many com plaints 
have begun to go up over the leniency 
: hown by the tribunals to single men 
who have offered rather fantastic rea­ 
sons for evading service in the army. 
Complete exem ption has been granted 
in comparatively few cases, but post­ 
ponements have been m ost frequent, 
and* the 
tribunals 
now 
are 
being 
warned that every single man excused 
means the earlier railing out of the 
groups of married men attested under 
the Derby plan. 
There is every indication that it will 
not he long after April I next when 
the first of the married men will he 
called to* the colorin 
Thus 
far 
the 
married men in the array have4 gone 
only 
through 
voluntary 
enlistment. 
The compulsory service act does not 
apply to them as yet, but thousands 
have attested their readiness to serve 
when the supply of single men is ex­ 
hausted. 
Many single men, with mothers or 
sisters 
dependent 
upon 
them, 
are 
making tho claim that their domestic 
4 
duties are just as sacred and just as 
deserving of the nation’s consideration 
as those of the married men. 
They 
make the further plea that their fam­ 
ily obligations were imposed on them 
through no act of their own, whereas 
the married man assum ed liability for 
others through voluntary choice.
